William Primrose, guest artist 
for the Atlanta Symphony’s Tues- 
day night concert, will use a two- 
century-old viola with only two 
years’ mileage on it. 


The instrument is a Guarnerius, 
the product of an Italian violin- 
maker who died in 174.

U.N. Undertakes 
_ A Great Experiment 


The world breathed easier yesterday 
' as United Nations troops prepared to 
move into the troubled. Middle East to 
restore a semblance of peace and order. 
It is the first such force in history and 
| will test to the fullest the effectiveness 
of the agency as a peacemaker. 
r Out of it the United Nations could 
t emerge as a much more effective force 
: in world affairs than it yet has been. 
f But the monumental problems ahead 
f are so great that there is little reason 
, for dancing in the streets. The Middle 
! East is a cauldron into which the Com- 
munists have moved with great rapidity 
' —apparently with Gen. Nasser’s foolish 
assent. So rapid has been this move- 
+ ment that the other Arab states ap- 
' parently are greatly concerned. 
Arrival of U.N. troops should insure 
| a truce for the time being. It should 
establish an atmosphere for negotiations 
looking to more stability in the region 
than has existed for many years. But 
_ that will not be accomplished easily. 
Britain and France are angry with 
’ the United States. They say we have 
refused to back up their efforts to pre- 
vent a greater conflagration which Nas- 
ser’s course had assured. They say we 
have tightened Nasser’s hold on the Arab 
world and have insured the continued 
threat to Western Europe’s economy at 
Suez. 

These arguments and recriminations 
will serve no useful purpose now. The 
Western allies must patch up their dif- 
ferences and present a solid front in 
view of the Communist threat. They 
must work to overcome Soviet infiltra- 
tion of the Middle East and the flow of 
Soviet arms into the area. They must 
organize the world through the United 
Nations to bring about a just settlement 
of the Middle East problem. They must 
meet Scviet threats firmly and cour- 
ageously while repairing Western pres- 
tige among the Asian peoples. 

Gen. Nasser must be made to realize 
that his suicidal course can lead only to 
destruction of himself and Egypt. Both 
Egypt and Israel must accept the U.N. 
police force for as long as needed to keep 
the peace. 

The British and French action will 
have accomplished one good purpose if 
it precipitates a settlement of tensions 
that were leading down the road to world 
war. That war might yet come unless 
Gen. Nasser can be persuaded that if the 
Russians enter in force that will be the 
last of Egypt as an independent state. 

The U.N. police experiment is a mag- 
nificent gamble. On its success very 
well may rest the answer to whether or 
not there will be another world war.

The change has occurred since 1940 
when there were 100.7 males for every 


100 females in the land. Since then the

Most important factor here is the per- 
sistence of the female.

Greatness of Wilson 


It is significant that as United Na- 
tions troops were rushed into the Middle 
East to put down the menacing threat 
of a third world war, this country began 
its observance of the 100th anniversary 
of the birth of Woodrow Wilson. 

The observance includes publication 
of a book written by a number of stu- 
dents of Wilson and by those who knew 
him. The preface to the work, “The 
Greatness of Woodrow Wilson,” was 
written by President Eisenhower himself. 

Wilson’s place in history gces beyond 
political parties. Had it not been for the 
idea he planted with the League of Na- 
tions, the world perhaps would be in 
flames today. Instead of United Nations 
troops being rushed to the Middle East 
to preserve the peace, massive forces 
would be poised for destruction of civili- 
zation with atomic weapons. 

Wilson gave a faltering world its 
chance to end wars. Exhausted by the 
most destructive conflict of all time, 
world statesmen grasped at the straw of 
international cooperation and concilia- 
tion. Wilson’s own country, in a reaction 
against U.S. participation, rejected and 
thus killed the league. It was revived 
by Franklin D. Roosevelt after rejection 
of Wilson resulted in the much greater 
World War II. 

While Wilson’s greatness does not rest 
alone on this idea, it perhaps will be 
his biggest contribution to history. In 
fact, as Bernard Baruch pointed out Sun- 
day, “History has vindicated him and his 
countrymen in the end have justified his 
faith in them.” 

We have been forced to take up the 
leadership which we cast aside in 1918. 
We have been forced to accept the idea 
that the conduct of nations as well as 
men “must be governed by law.” 

On his centennial, troops of united 
nations are moving in to keep the peace 
and to insist upon rule of law. Of all 
tributes to one of the really great states- 
men of all time, this is perhaps the most 
significant. Wilson’s spirit lives today 
and his influence grows with every pass- 
ing year. 4

Truck and Bus Speed 
Sets a Bad Example? 


Athens—The speed of interstate 
buses and commercial trucks 
which are operated on our high- 
ways is dangerously excessive. 
It appears to an ordinary citizen 
who spends four or five days 
driving a car in course of busi- 
ness that the drivers of buses and 
trucks feel secure in being im- 
mune to arrest for merely ex- 
ceeding the speed limit. Such an 


example of disfegard for the legal 
speed’ limit could encourage 
other motorists to feel justified 
in driving beyond the posted 
speed limits. 

While the individual drivers of 
buses and trucks should be held 
accountable for traffic violations, 
it is also conceivable that the 
company official or officials, who 
set up the schedules and dis- 
patch the vehicles, should be held 
accountable for violation of traf- 
fic laws if excessive speed is 
required to meet a schedule.

“Tf a selection of outstanding 
students is made, setting them 


apart from their fellows, an elite 
corps is set up,’’ Van Doren said. 
“Students must learn at school 
that all of life is lived in company 
with their fellow men, some 
smart and some not so smart. 
And then, too, I have found as 
an educator that the student who 
seems slow may just be working 
out from under a mental block. 
Some who start off slow wind up 
as the best of students. Intelli- 
gience alone is not the mark of the 
good student. Those who have to 
dig hard sometimes get the most 
out of study.”’ 

Van Doren also said that the 
more intelligent students learn 
a great deal from the less intel- 
ligent in the class. The questions 
asked by the poorer students 
sometimes bring home a point to 
the more gifted that they would 
have missed by the very rapidity 
of their learning. 

“An individual student in high 
school should be allowed to 
progress as fast as the curri- 
culum will let him,” the edu- 
cator said. ‘“‘He should be allowed 
to schedule all the classes he 
can carry, but should not be set 
apart in a group. In college, he 
can go as fast as he can without

Hot Foods 
May Harm 


Membranes 


By DR. T. R. VAN DELLEN 

Many of us eat foods and gulp 
liquids. that are hot enough to 
burn the skin. Does this habit 
damage the membranes of the 
mouth, gullet, or stomach? 

This is a moot question, al- 
though there is evidence of 
searing of these tissues. 

Two British physicians, F. C. 
and J. H. Edwards, had the un- 
usual opportunity of comparing 
the tolerance for hot substances 
of the lining membranes of the 
stomach in 155 patients, all of 
whom had suffered from indiges- 
tion over a three-year period. 

As part of the examination, a 
sliver of stomach was removed 
for biopsy studies. The results 
showed a normal lining to 
severe gastritis. 

Further studies were made. 
Each patient was given a cup of 
boiling tea and asked to take fre- 
quent sips and tell the re- 
searcher when the tea reached 
the temperature at which they 
usually drank it. This level was 
recored with a thermometer. 

A definite correlation was found 
between the condition of the 
stomach wall and the tempera- 
ture of the beverage. Those who 
liked it hot showed more changes 
in the membranes, and vice versa. 

Among persons under 50, for 
example, only two of the 13 
drinking tea that was below 122.5 
degrees F. routinely showed 
abnormalities, whereas 14 of the 
18 who preferred it above 137.5 
had an abnormal stomach wall. 

There is a test for poor circula- 
tion in which the arms are im- 
mersed in hot water (120 degrees 
F.) for half an hour. Patients find 
it so uncomfortable, it takes sev- 
eral minutes to become adjusted. 
A very hot bath is about the same 
temperature. This give some idea 
of the heat of hot tea.

Shivers said if the senator would 
submit an “‘unconditional resigna- 
tion effective immediately, I will 
call the election at the earliest 
possible date that the law per- 
mits.”

Shivers said he had cancluded 
that Daniel’s resignation was not 
effective until Jan. 15 and no 
vacancy exists now. 

The Senate will organize Jan. 3. 
Daniel said in Washington today 
if no successor qualifies before 
then, he will be in Washington to 
help organize the chamber under 
the Democrats. 


Shivers, also a Democrat, led 
the state into the Republican 
column for the second straight 
presidential election.
